last week, will be decided today when 
the measure, with the pending amend­ 
ments, comes to a vote under the spe­ 
cial order under which the House is 
proceeding. 
Before the final vote is taken on the 
bill the Bell and Harrison substitutes, 
both of which are pending, will be vot­ 
ed upon. 
The former provides that if 
the Union Pacific and Central Pacific 
will discharge the first mortgage in­ 
debtedness of $61,000,000, so as to ad­ 
vance the government’s lieu to a first 
mortgage, the government will agree j 
to an extension of the debt at a low : 
rate of interest. 
The Harrison substi- j 
lute provides for the creation of a com- j 
mission consisting of the secretary of ; 
the treasury, the secretary of the in- j 
tenor and the attorney-general for the 
settlement of the debt on a basis fair 
to the roads and just to the govern­ 
ment. 
After the funding bill is disposed of 
the House will proceed with the con­ 
sideration 
of 
appropriation 
bills 
until Saturday, which will be given up 
to eulogies on the life and character 
and public service of the late ex-Speak- 
er Crisp. 
The Indian and military appropria­ 
tion bills are on the calendar, and 
before they are disposed of the agri­ 
cultural bill will be brought on. 
The course of the Senate this week 
will depend largely upon whether the 
Pacific Railroad funding

passes 
the House aud whether Senator Cam­ 
eron will call up his Cuban resolution.

Women and Children Lirred From Their 
Home* and Slain—Reign of Terror 
in Guanabacoa—Consul Gen. 
Lee 
Protests to W eyler—News Seems 
To Be True. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. ll.—Stories 
of fearful atrocity being perpetrated by 
the Spaniards in Cuba reach this city 
by every steamer. 
Colonel Fondeviela 
is responsible for the latest savagery. 
Colonel Foudeviela was some time ago 
made 
commandant 
of 
Guanabaeoa, 1 
which is just across the bay from Ha­ 
vana and which has been frequently 
raided by the insurgents. 
Fondeviela, 
on assuming command, began a series 
of outrages against the Cuban inhabi­ 
tants. 
Ho first caused the murder of 
sixteen boys who were found outside 
the Spanish lines, anet who, Colonel 
Fondeviela pretended, were trying to 
join the insurgents. 
But the most shocking crime of all 
was perpetrated, as alleged, on Thurs­ 
day night, when the Spanish soldiers, 
at 
Fondeviela’s 
command, 
rushed 
through the streets of the town, shout­ 
ing that the insurgents were coming. 
T he inhabitants, alarmed by the cry, 
rushed out of their homes, and as they 
emerged they were shot down by the 
Spaniards. 
Thirty men, 
women 
ami 
children 
were killed, and their corpses left in 1 
the streets. 
One girl, who fled in her ( 
night clothes, prayed for mercy, but 
she was assaulted by a Spanish soldier, 
and then butchered with a machete. 
It is reported to be significant that 
none of the Spanish inhabitants rushed 
from their homes, showing, as alleged, 
that they had been warned by Colonel 
Fondeviela of the trap laid for the 
Cubans. 
It is stated in Havana that as soon 
as Consul General Lee heard of the 
butcheries he protested to Captain Gen­ 
eral VVeylcr, warning him that such 
atrocities would inflame the people of 
the United States against Spain. 
It is also reported that in the out­ 
skirts of Pinar del Rio, capital of the 
province of that name, the Spanish sol­ 
diers go to the homes of Cubans, and 
after tying handkerchiefs 
over 
the 
mouths of their victims 
assault 
the 
girls. 
Their parents and friends, if 
they say a word, are put to death on 
the spot. 
This gentleman says these 
details, horrible as they are, can be 
proved by unquestioned evidence, not 
Cuban, but from American witnesses 
who have seen the outrages here men­ 
tioned.

Rail, wich Corners Rounded, To Make 
Sure That It Would Do the Work, 
Wedged Into a Snitch Near Tif­ 
fany—How the Train Missed It a 
Wonder. 


A desperate attempt to wreck the 
Chicago-3t. 
Paul through^ 
limited 
express on the Chicago Sc 
Northwest­ 
ern road was m a d e at Tiffany, a small 
station ten miles south of this city 
Friday night and railroad defectives 
are now at wo *k on the case. 
Every effort was made to keep the 
m ailer quiet and the facts were not 
learned until today. 
A piece of rail five feet long was 
wedged in between the main track 
a n d a switch in such a manner that 
the sides of the piece, 
which 
was 
turned upside down, rested on 
each 
rail. 
The vestibule train 
bound north 
evidently struck the obstruction so as 
to press it sideways and turn it par­ 
tially over, raising the switch track 
and pushing it so as to give Bpace 
for the flanges on the wheels of the 
train to pass. 
The limited express runs through 
Tiffany at a speed of sixty miles an 
hour, and had the train struck the ob­ 
struction squarely it would have been 
hurled down an em bankment on one 
side, or plunged into a high bank on 
the other. 
The train carries hundreds of p is- 
senges every night, and bad the a t­ 
tempt at wrecking succeeded, terrible 
loss cf life would have ensued. 
lf robbery was the object the spot 
was well chosen, as no news of the ac­ 
cident would have been received for 
some time. 
' 
The obstruction was discovered by 
a switchman while endeavoring to 
throw the switch for the three o’clock 
freight to sidetrack. 
There seems to be no grounds for 
supposing th a t the perpetrators of the 
act reside in th a t vicinity, and no per­ 
son was so far as is known, seen loiter­ 
ing around the station. 
The place where the attem pt was 
made was a few rods northwest of the 
station, and just at the end of the 
6tcck sheds. 
The ends of the rail had 
been 
rounded so th a t the flanges of the 
wheels would run into a “ pocket. ' 
How the limited train passed ever the 
obstruction without being derailed i6 
a wonder. 
Tiffany, Jan. l l —[Special]—Rail­ 
road officials have been here investi­ 
gating an attem pt to wreck the vesti­ 
bule train at this station Friday night. 
In is rumored th a t another attem pt of 
the same nature was made some time 
ago, but it licks confirmation.

Steinway, was a piano manufacturer 
of that town. 
Mr. Stein way was edit*' 
cated in the schools of his native 
town, learning English. French and 
music. 
At 14 years of age he was an 
expert musician. 
In 1849 Mr. Stein- 
way’s father sent his son Charles to 
this country to ascertain the possible 
field for a piano business. The report 
was favorable, and in June, 1S50. the 
elder Steinway moved his family and 
business to New York city. 
The busi­ 
ness 
at 
first was limited to the manu­ 
facture of one. piano a week. 
Nine 
years later the Steinways built their 
present factory, Fourth avenue, from 
Fifty-second to Fifty-third streets. 
In 
1872 additional factories were estab­ 
lished at Astoria, L. I. In March, 1865, 
Charles and 
Henry, 
Jr., 
died, arid 
Theodore, giving up the business in 
Germany, came to New York and as­ 
sumed a share iii the business. Wil­ 
liam became the head of the firm in 
1889.

WILLIAM STEINWAY. 
the Royal Prussian Academy of Fine 
Arts at Berlin, and iii the same year 
the grand gold medal was bestowed 
upon him by King Charles of Sweden. 
He was also elected a member of the 
Royal Academy of Arts at Stockholm 
June 12, 1892. 
Emperor William II of 
Germany bestowed upon him the order 
of the eagle, third class, the highest 
distinction 
ever 
conferred 
by 
that 
country on a manufacturer. 
April 15, 
1894, 
William Steinway was elected 
honorary member of the Royal Italian 
Academy of St. Cecilia of Rome, the 
oldest and most renowned academy of 
the old world. 
Mr. Stein way was always active in 
public affairs. In 1871 he was an active 
member of the committee of seventy 
appointed by the citizens of New York 
to prosecute the Tweed ring. 
In 18S1 
he was a member of the national dem­ 
ocratic convention 
which nominated 
Mr. Cleveland for the second time. Mr. 
Steinway was one of the committee ap­ 
pointed to secure the World’s Colum­ 
bian Fair for New 
York city. 
He 
opened the subscription list with $50,- 
0i)0. When congress finally decided that 
the fair should be held in Chicago his 
patriotism and liberality were exhibit­ 
ed by a subscription of $25,000. In the 
presidential election of J892 Mr. Stein­ 
way was one of the democratic elect- 
ors-at-large for the state of New York, 
and he was unanimously elected presi­ 
dent of the electoral college at its 
meeting in Albany. 
Mr. Steinway was 
a member of the original rapid transit 
commission.
